District No, I. Summer. Miss 0. J. Merrill, teacher. This is one of the best 
schools. Good order, thorough instruction, very good improvement, are character- 
istics of this schools “There are some fine scholars in this school, and by the aid of 
their excellent teacher they made excellent progress. 

Winter. M. ©. Dexter. Order medium, progress fair. Quite a number of scholars 
were absent at the closing examination. Would it not be advisable to have punctual 
attendance at al) examinations? 

No. 2. Summer. Miss L. A. Smith. This school satisfied all present that the 
teacher had labored successfully.

REMARKS. 

Fellow Townsmen: Your committee, in their intercourse with the schools, while 

having endeayored to advance the scholars in their several departments ot study, 
have also encouraged them in the acquisition of those virtues which make youth love- 
ly; and in the formation of those habits of persevering industry which render life 
useful. They have been desirous toimpress upon their minds the dignity of labor, 
both mental and physical. It is tothe former that the werld is indebted for all the 
improyements in science which so ennoble man; and tothe latter for all the conyeni- 
ences and elegancies which adorn civilized life. Again, your committee have been 
desirous that youth should be made to realize the preciousness of time, and to {cel the 
importance of improving the ample opportunities afforded them for mental training 
and preparation for theJactive duties of life. 
). Isit not important that you should manifest x greater degree of interest in your 
echools? Tothose of you who are parents, wecertainly ought not to present any other 
argument than an earnest desire to see your children come up to be respected and 
honored for their intelligence and moral worth. Periit us, then, to respectfully urge 
upon you the importance of seeing that your schools are not only in motion but pro- 
gressing. See to it, that proper, attractiye and pleasant houses are provided for,your 
children in which to pgs their pours and lays, while “ strigg gtto.elmb the rugged 
hill of science.” Endeavor bv all the means in your powe awaken an interest in 
the scholars minds, and to encourage teachers in the faithful discharge of their ardu- 
_ ous duties. Above all, be carefulinto whose hands you place the important trust of 
' training the immortal mind of your child. Commit it to no unskillful or unworthy 
hand, for by so doing perhaps you will forever decide its destiny, whether for good or 
evil. Children are watchful and close observers, and their comments often excite our 
surprise. ‘The acorn containsthe germ of the mighty oak;” a false idea instilled in- 
to the young mind will produce fearful results. zi 

Vanity, pride, haughtiness, selfishness and every other evil feeling may be planted 
in the mind of yourchild by those you employ for their teachers. The old adage, 
‘as is the teacher so is thescholar,” stillremains true. Teachers need something be- 
sides a mere knowledge of books; they are for the time to be the examples for your 
chilaren, and that example will have an influence upon themas lasting as time. How 
important then, that they should be exemplars of good manners; obliging, courteous, 
affable, quiet and gentle, in order that they may faithfully fulfill the high trust placed 
in them. When teachers, by their example or conversation, encourage among their 
pupils disrespect for others, and even insult them in their presence, it is not to Le ex- 
pected that they wlan respeet them #r regard {their wishes. Those persons who 
are unable to centers tn a proper manher, should never be chdn to gov- 
ern and control your children. 

Your committee would suggest, for the convenience of their successors as well as 
for the interests of the schools, that the Prudential committee in the several districts 
use great care in the choice of teachers. They should never allow interest, relation- 
ship, or any similar motive to have an undue influence in their selection. Nor should 
they permit teachers to commerce their schools without first obtaining a certificate

The Prudential committee in case of a 
linquency are personally li ple for the amount of money they expend for the schools. be 
We’have noticed in one or two instances too much disposition on the part of teachers 
to answer questions of their own asking, and they were sometimes put very a ‘ 
ter the manner ¢alled the “ ar wing out process ;” we believe this, together with con 
oert reading and reciting (for the most part at least) should be dispensed with in 
schools, and scholars should be taught to think and rely upon themselves, wrtbote 
prompting either from the teacher or from other scholars.
